HE legislature which convenes next January has 


some Important duties to perfoim 
Therp aie but 


a few of considerable importance, however, and they aie 
of «uch a character that but little time need be lost in 
their performance. 
Of course a general appropriation 


bill has to be formulated and passed, and also perhaps a 
deficiency bill, but these are routine and perfunctory 
matters to a great extent, and with efficient committees 
of "Ways and Means, these bills ought to be disposed of 
in two or three \veeks after the convening of the legisla- 
ture. Too much time has always been wasted upon the 
appropriation bill, which has generally dragged along until 
nearly the close of the session, before reaching its final 
passage. It is to be hoped that the next legislature will 
furnish an exception to this unwritten scale. 


A resolution calling for a Constitutional Convention 


should be adopted. A large majority of the voters have 
twice expressed their approval of the measure and their 
wishes cannot be decently ignored. 
Don't allow any 


humbugging proposition In the way of amendments to 
•werve you from the plain path of duty. If any fellow 
4ftre* to offer a tinkering amendment, shoot him on the 
spot. 


The referendum is an important mattei, nnd if not 


in conflict with our destestably obstructive constitution, 
<t should carry by the vote of every Democratic and Sil- 
ver party member of the houses, all of whom are pledged 
to it» adoption. The question of constitutionality should, 
however, be settled as near as may be before any definite 
action is taken. If the weight of legal opinion is against 
it» constitutionality, the matter should be diopped at 
oace. If otherwise-rt should be promptly exploited to a 
finish. In either case there i\ill be no necessity for pro- 
longed discussion. 


There may be some changes advisable in the revenue 


laws, but no reform of any considerable magnitude- can be 
effected in that or any other direction, without encounter- 
Ing an obstructive constitutional clause. State Controller 
Sam Davis has given revenue matters pretty close atten- 
tion and is perhaps the best authority obtainable upon 
the general subject and also as to what can or cannot be 
done within the limited scope of the fundamental law. 


A Purity of Elections law should be enacted. The f ci- 


rculating of such a statute would be a matter of but little 
labor, as such changes in the repealed law as The Journal 
has heretofore suggested, would meet all requirements 
and remove all of the objectionable features which caused 
ieasonab)e complaint of the old law, fiom those who 
have an honest Instead of a purchasable ballot to cast 


Of ^course a joint or concurrent resolution, expressive 


of the sentiment of practically the entire people of the 
State, declaring in favor of the election of United States 
Senators by the people, will \& adopted, also one upon 
flle affirmative side of the sliver question. 
There must 


b«, however, no loss of time in the discussion of those 
subjects: no grand eloquent speeches are necessary in 
either case, for the voice of the people has been plainly 
heard upon both, and the most leathery lungs or silver- 
toned tongue would fail to add a particle of force to that 
which has already found 
most 
emphatic expression 


through the medium of the ballot box. 


There is always more danger of too much, than too 


little, legislation. Necessary, important and wholesome 
measures, such as we have mentioned, will appear in their 
natural course, but none of them require long-winded, 
or buncfnb speeches, and we can discern no reason why 
all necessary legislation cannot be accomplished in forty 
days, or even less. 
Long, unnecessary^ and irrevelant 


speeches should be discountenanced and the interminable 
chin musicians, who is forever on his, feet, if he cannot 
b* made to sit down, should be sit down upon, for he is 
not only a wasteful consume! of time, ,but an intolerable 
nuisance to boot—and he richly deserves to be booted, 


The ensuing session will greatly affect, if it does not 


actually decide the local political result two years hence. 
The Fusion party has practically no opposition !n either 
branch of the legislature, and, with a Fusion Executive, 
the entire responsibility for good or evil exists with the 
allied organizations. 
Let every member bear this well 


la rrrtnd and place himself upon his best behavior. The 
writer takes the liberty of admonishing you to do what 
you vere sent to the legislature to do, and with the least 
possible delay or waste of time. There is no reason why 
you cannot break the time record by a material shorten- 
ing. If you will do this the good people of this battle-born 
commonwealth will rise up on their hind legs and call 
you blest.
